to becoming so important an economic 
factor. 'The day came when it was 
more businesslike to ship cattle by J 
rail and when the cattle themselves 
were 
mostly of softer 
breeds 
that 
could not have made it to K ansas and 
arrived with any beef on their hides. 
But in the period between the aban­ 
donment of Red River crossing, north­ 
east of Bowie, and the arrival of the 
f the o ld -1 railroads. D oan’s Crossing was a place 
that loomed large indeed on the cat­ 
tle map. Little remains today, as has 
been said, to remind tho visitor of Its 
tremendous past; but it is still a sym­ 
bol of an era that meant much to Tex­ 
a s.— Wichita Daily New*s.
